We,  the  graduating  class  of  1938,  dedi¬ 
cate  this  Acropolis  to  Mrs.  George  E. 
Copenhaver  in  order  to  show  in  this  small 
way  our  sincere  sympathy  and  deeply 
felt  gratitude  to  one  who  has  always  been 
an  efficient  and  faithful  friend.  It  is  our 
earnest  desire,  Mrs.  Copenhaver,  that  we 
may  somehow  prove  our  worthiness  of  all 
the  help  and  many  services  you  have  given 
us  as  your  troublesome  but  nevertheless 
affectionate  boys. 
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Nearly  four  years  ago,  a  group  of  112  students  arrived  at  a  luxurious  high  school  to 
begin  their  freshman  year.  The  thrill  of  that  first  day  will  long  be  remembered  by  every 
member  of  that  class.  We  were  entering  one  of  the  most  beautiful  high  schools  in  the 
United  States.  This  was  the  first  year  The  Hershey  Industrial  School  had  a  high  school  of 
its  own.  We  were  also  fortunate  in  having  an  able  principal  who  knew  our  problems, 
became  a  friend  to  each  of  us,  and  assisted  us  through  that  terrifying  freshman  year. 

It  was  now  necessary  to  have  teams  to  engage  in  interscholastic  athletics  and  to 
build  up  a  good  reputation  for  our  new  school.  We  contributed  a  few  of  the  less  brilliant 
football,  basketball,  track,  and  baseball  men.  With  the  help  of  the  seniors,  we  attempted 
to  defeat  the  sophomore-junior  group  in  the  first  and  most  thrilling  of  all  inter-class  track 
meets,  but  the  finish  found  us  on  the  short  end  of  a  78-72  score. 

We  returned  the  following  year  with  plans  as  to  what  profession  or  vocation  we  were 
to  follow.  We  were  no  longer  one  large  combined  class,  but  were  divided  into  three  divi¬ 
sions —  academic,  commercial,  and  vocational.  This  year  the  inter-class  track  meet 
showed  a  different  result,  for  we,  with  our  junior  ally,  romped  to  a  decisive  victory  over 
the  freshman-senior  combination.  We  had  outstanding  men  on  every  athletic  team  and 
participants  in  many  other  activities,  such  as  band,  glee  club,  newspaper,  and  debating. 

When  our  ship  docked  at  the  beginning  of  our  junior  year,  we  were  not  the  same  care¬ 
free  lads  who  were  sophomores  only  a  few  months  before.  We  were  now  quiet,  thought¬ 
ful,  and  well-mannered.  We  feel  certain  in  saying  that  our  junior  year  was  the  most 
thrilling  and  active  of  our  entire  school  career.  One  of  our  first  problems  was  to  select 
our  class  officers.  The  following  were  selected  in  a  complete  landslide:  President, 
Burdsall  Miller;  Vice-President  Philip  Fratti;  Secretary,  Paul  Burke;and  Treasurer, 
Leonard  Kogut.  We  were  again  supreme  in  the  inter-class  track  meet,  for  with  the  aid 
of  the  sophomores  we  thoroughly  trounced  the  freshman-senior  group. 

We  were  surprised  at  the  beginning  of  our  senior  year  to  learn  that  there  would  be 
only  nine  months  of  school  for  our  class.  We  therefore  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  class  to  be  graduated  in  May.  We  also  had  another  first  honor,  for  it  was  our  good 
fortune  to  be  the  first  class  to  complete  the  full  four-year  course  in  our  new  high  school. 
Our  enrollment  had  decreased  from  112  to  89,  but  it  was  still  the  largest  class  to  be  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  school.  On  Halloween  we  held  our  first  party  with  the  fairer  sex  as  our 
guests.  Still  later  we  had  a  Valentine  Party,  and  finally  the  biggest  and  best  of  all,  the 
annual  Senior  Class  Party. 

We  again  chose  the  same  officers  who  had  served  us  so  efficiently  in  our  junior  year. 
Now  our  high  school  days  were  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close.  Having  received  our  class  pic¬ 
tures,  class  rings,  and  other  tokens  of  school  days,  we  waited  for  the  curtain  to  fall  on 
what  was  a  glorious  and  exciting  high  school  career.  That  final  week  brought  Class  Day 
Exercises,  Baccalaureate  Services,  Senior  Class  Banquet,  and  lastly  Commencement. 
We  were  rewarded  with  diplomas  which  showed  the  results  of  four  years  of  accomplish¬ 
ments.  We  ascended  from  the  rank  of  students  to  that  of  alumni. 

As  we  travel  far  and  wide  on  the  highway  of  life,  we  will  always  cherish  the  memory 
of  our  school  days  in  the  H.  I.  S.  We  also  wish  that  all  you  underclassmen  enjoy  the 
school  as  we  did 

No  matter  how  much  we  try,  we  can  never  find  words  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Mr. 
Hershey  for  all  he  has  done  for  each  of  us.  May  we  take  our  places  in  the  various  fields 
of  work  with  success  and  happiness,  and  may  other  people  be  able  to  look  at  us  and  say 
proudly,  “That  boy’s  a  graduate  of  The  Hershey  Industrial  School.”

FOOTBALL 

The  1937  Spartan  gridmen  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  previous  Spartan 
football  teams  by  compiling  a  formidable  record  for  the  1937  grid  season.  The 
schedule  was  the  shortest  played  by  any  football  team  in  the  school’s  history, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  was  one  of  the  most  successful,  with  a  record  of  five 
wins  and  but  one  defeat. 

Last  fall  coaches  Hoar,  Landis,  and  Gibble  were  faced  with  the  task  of 
finding  men  to  replace  those  graduated  and  to  mould  a  winning  team.  The 
same  job  must  be  met  next  season,  because  the  backbone  of  the  1937  team  was 
composed  of  men  of  the  graduating  class. 

The  campaign  was  opened  with  the  Tressler  eleven  on  the  home  field. 
Playing  on  a  dusty  field  under  a  hot  sun,  the  Spartans  rolled  up  31  points  to  the 
vistors’  six. 

The  Brown  and  Gold  was  extended  to  the  limit  in  its  next  two  contests. 
Columbia  High  was  nosed  out  7-6  on  the  Park  field,  but  Chambersburg  proved 
a  tougher  opponent.  The  only  blemish  on  an  otherwise  spotless  record  came 
when  the  Spartans  were  downed  7-0  at  Chambersburg.  Although  our  team  out¬ 
played  their  opponents,  they  found  it  impossible  to  out-score  them. 

The  Spartans  were  not  to  be  denied  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Stevens 
Trade,  after  leading  7-0,  was  taken  37-7.  The  Brown  and  Gold  machine  reached 
its  best  form  against  the  strong  Harrisburg  Academy  team.  The  Spartans 
were  trailing  7-0  in  the  early  stages  of  the  game,  but  came  back  to  roll  up  a 
total  of  26  points,  while  holding  their  rivals  to  their  lone  touchdown. 

The  curtain  was  lowered  on  the  season  at  Carson  Long.  There  the  Spartan 
gridmen  put  on  a  show  of  triple  laterals  and  long  runs  to  defeat  the  Cadets 
25-0.

TRACK 


The  track  team  of  1937  enjoyed  a  most  successful  season.  The  Brown  and 
Gold  team  suffered  but  one  defeat  in  six  meets.  This  record  clearly  shows  the 
caliber  of  the  team  turned  out  by  Coach  Hoar  and  his  assistants. 

The  Shippensburg  State  Teachers  College  Invitation  Meet  opened  the 
season  for  the  Spartans.  Competing  against  a  large  number  of  high  schools, 
the  Spartans  scored  a  total  of  46  points  to  capture  the  trophy.  Our  leading 
point  gainers  were  Fulton,  Davis,  and  Brehm.  Fulton  collected  a  total  of 
thirteen  points,  while  Brehm  and  Davis  each  scored  at  least  one  first  place. 
Brehm  established  a  new  javelin  record  with  a  heave  of  164  ft.  1  ipf  in. 

Paced  by  Fulton  in  the  running  events  and  Brehm  in  the  weights,  the 
H.  I.  S.  track  squad  turned  in  their  second  victory  of  the  season  in  downing 
Lebanon  High  School  by  a  57-47  score.  The  Lebanon  team  proved  strong  in 
the  distance  races,  but  the  Spartans  had  a  little  too  much  for  their  opponents  in 
the  other  events. 

The  H.  I.  S.  trackmen  added  another  victory  to  their  record  by  conquer¬ 
ing  Carson  Long  in  a  dual  meet,  76-30.  In  winning  the  meet,  the  wearers  of 
the  Brown  and  Gold  scored  points  in  all  events  and  took  all  three  places  in  the 
broad  jump  and  1 00  yard  dash. 

May  15  saw  Harrisburg  Academy  trackmen  top  the  Brown  and  Gold 
runners,  51^  to  47 Lf.  Fulton  again  was  high  scorer  for  the  locals  with  first 
places  in  the  hurdles  and  broad  jump  and  a  second  place  in  the  100  yard  dash. 
Jack  Bohman,  Academy’s  star,  scored  fifteen  points  and  broke  the  javelin 
record  with  a  throw  of  197  ft.  in. 

The  Spartan  cinder-men  emerged  victorious  from  a  clash  with  Middle¬ 
town’s  tracksters  by  a  70-38  score.  Abe  Fulton  again  took  high-scoring  honors 
in  his  specialties  —  hurdles,  broad  jump,  and  the  100  yard  dash  —  to  total 
fifteen  points.  The  Brown  and  Gold  gallopers  took  nine  out  of  twelve  first 
places  in  this  meet. 

The  Conference  Meet,  held  at  Lancaster  on  May  28,  was  taken  in  stride 
by  the  Spartans.  The  team  took  first  place  with  64  points.  The  runners-up 
were  Williamson  Trade  and  Stevens  Trade,  with  525A  and  37  points  respec¬ 
tively.
